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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 10-17 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DE 199 24 069. The document discloses a fuel pump for a fuel injection system of an 
engine having the claimed elements of a housing, a pump plunger, a drive shaft having 
an eccentric portion 26 and a transmission element for driving the plunger and a conduit 
system extending through the drive shaft for delivering lubrication to the bearing point of 
the transmission element in the eccentric portion of the drive shaft. See Figure 1 
showing conduits 58 and 56 for delivering lubrication to the two bearing portions of the 
drive shaft, as well* as delivering lubrication to the eccentric portion between the bushing 
62. Lubrication to all portions of the drive shaft is maintained with the disclosed 
arrangement as the oil travels via the conduits travels within the gap between the 
bushing 62 and eccentric portion 26. Lubrication systems using drilled drive shafts and 
journal bearings are well known. Regarding claim 29, not the feed pump 1 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 18-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. See the cited art showing fuel pumps having internal lubrication 
systems within the pump components.
